tomary to wean foals during the months of September and October. 
The Car and General Insurance Corporation, Limited, of London, makes 
the suggestion that foals of 1932 should be insured before weaning, if they 
have not already been covered. This suggestion carries with it the 
thought that insurance placed now will cover to and beyond the yearling 
sales periods at Saratoga during August, 1933. Thus, breeders would 
have a year’s protection against death from any cause for only 314 per 
cent more than the one per cent rate for 30 days, including shipping from 
the breeding farms to the Saratoga sales ring. The rate on weanlings is 
41/, per cent, unless it be that other horses popularly known as breeding 
stock, consisting of stallions and mares, and sometimes including horses 
in training, would be brought into a group, when the rate is 4 per cent, 
the lowest cbtainable from any insurance company admitted to do busi- 
ness in America.

T has been announced that the admission to 

Lincoln Fields meeting, opening Saturday of 
this week, is to be $1, plus the government and 
state tax, and that the charge for use of the 
clubhouse is also to be $1 plus tax. It took 
Col. M. J. Winn a long time to see merit in such 
reduction as was proposed by Sewell Combs, 
president of the Kentucky Association, sub- 
sidiary of the American Turf Association, of 
which Colonel Winn is the head, for Lexington’s 
last spring meeting. Had Mr. Combs’ advice 
been followed, we believe Lexington would have 
enjoyed a more prosperous meeting, The free 
list would have been abandoned. There would 
have been larger attendance. There would have 
been more harmony. More co-operation for the 
betterment of racing would have been noted in 
Kentucky. As it was, very many persons who 
do not receive complimentary tickets remained 
away and murmured against the continuation of 
a charge of $2 for admission in these times. 

Colonel Winn kept to the $2 gate at Churchill 
Downs, Washington Park and Latonia, but after 
Arlington Park cut to $1 and Hawthorne fol- 
lowed suit, both with good results, there re- 
mained no alternative for Colonel Winn, and he 
came forward with his announcement last week. 
But, we note with regret, while he was cutting 
the admission price, Colonel Winn cut the purses 
and cut out the stakes entirely at Lincoln Fields. 
While purse cutting is nothing new in the Col- 
onel’s long life on the Turf, the abandonment of 
stakes entirely is something out of the ordinary 
with him. 

He must have had an awful scare over the 
move made by Aurora to clash dates, or his or- 
ganization must be feeling severely the pinch of 
the times. He has known, as he now knows, that, 
to have better class racing, horses of the better 
class are necessary. Such horses cannot be had 
Without good stakes events, supported by good 
purse events. Without racing of the better class 
no extraordinarily good crowds can be expected. 
By the same reasoning: poor crowds, poor bet- 
ting, and poor betting, small profit. 

In his broadcasts last week from Station 
WBBM, Chicago, Ed Johnston referred to the

fact that the Ex aposition Jockey Club, Aurora, had 
announced intention to abandon the dates al- 
lotted to it by the Illinois Turf Association, of 
which it is a member, and to conflict with Lin- 
coln Fields Jockey Club for 13 days. Mr. John- 
ston said that this situation was about to pro- 
duce two meetings of the “leaky roof circuit or 
bush league sort.’’ He drew the attention of lis- 
teners to the fact that a clash of this kind would 
not have been even threatened had a racing 
commission been created for regulation and con- 
trol of the sport in Illinois. He urged all resi- 
dents of Illinois who wish to have the sport 
preserved and conducted on a high plane to in- 
sist upon a state racing commission to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor as the result of action 
at the next session of the Legislature. He is 
right, and we hear that many of his listeners 
have already written into the station approving 
his utterances. 


ENCOURAGING. 


FE have been advising people to invest in 

Thoroughbred horses. We have been say- 
ing through these columns that persons with 
money to invest; persons with grass and equip- 
ment for handling horses who can interest those 
having cash, can buy horses this year cheaply 
enough to make fine returns in comparatively 
short time. They could have bought fillies at 
Saratoga for prices that would have paid them 
handsomely during the next two or three years. 
They still have the opportunity to do so this 
autumn, but they will not have so good a chance 
in 1933. Prices will be up by that time. 

The fact that the general average for year- 
lings at Saratoga was $903.36 is an indication 
of advancing prices. Breeders had been expect- 
ing that the general average would be around 
$600, some thought it would be as low as $500. 
THE BLOoD-HORSE forecast was for an average of 
$750. This forecast was based on mathematics 
and mathematical comparisons and relationships. 
We were convinced that the average would not 
be less than $750, and therefore that if there 
should enter in any unexpected element, that ele- 
ment would make for the higher rather than the 
lower side. 

The offering of Pompey's get by Mr. Coe and 
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the eagerness of sportsmen to possess them was 
the principal element of inducement to the re- 
sulting higher average. 


Again we urge those with money and those 
with grass to come into an arrangement for in- 
vestment in Thoroughbred horses, preferably 
fillies and young mares from winner-producing 
families, the individuals themselves to be with- 
out transmissible defects and of good bone and 
attractive conformation. 


We advise against buying the weedy ones at 
any price. The breeders should not want to sell 
them at all for racing or breeding purposes. 
They should be put out of the picture entirely. 
There are ways in which they can be disposed of 
without destroying them and without passing on 
their certificates of registration. 


HELP UNCLE SAM. 


REEDERS of Thoroughbreds in Kentucky are 
receiving letters from Col. Thomas J. John- 
son, officer in charge of the United States Army 
Remount Purchasing and Distributing Depot at 
Lexington, advising them that he has been au- 
thorized to buy 20 mares for replenishment pur- 
poses in one of the Government’s stations keep- 
ing bands of mares from which are bred the 
mounts used where full Thoroughbreds are re- 
quired for purposes other than racing. There 
are certain specifications under which the pur- 
chases are to be made, and the limit to be paid 
is $150. The mares may be from three to eight 
years old. THE BLoop-HorRsE is hopeful that 
breeders will come to the aid of the Government 
in this matter. The splendid showing made by 
Thoroughbred horses in the endurance rides of 
the past in this country and by Thoroughbreds 
and part Thoroughbreds bred by the United States 
Remount in the recent Olympic Games at Los 
Angeles should inspire the owners of mares to 
spare one or two good ones on this call from 
Colonel Johnson. It should be uppermost in the 
minds of all Americans that the better the na- 
tion’s horses the better the nation’s defense. 
Such help as this is also a form of patriotism 
which mare owners should be proud to display. 
Think of the numerous stallions Col. E. R. 
Bradiey has donated to the American Remount 
Service and try in this matter of mares to emu- 
late his patriotism, sportmanship and generosity. 
In the last analysis, what one does for the Gov- 
ernment he does for himself, however minor the 
degree of self-help may be.

(éT\HE 2-year-olds are a very bad lot.” That’s 

the pronunciamento of Walter S. Vos- 
purgh, The Jockey Club’s handicapper. At this 
writing there has appeared no colt or filly of 
proven outstanding merit, but Mr. Vosburgh may 
be a trifle premature in expressing his opinion. 
Admittedly, the 2-year-olds have been beating 
one another regularly. This would seem to in- 
dicate the point is well taken, but some young- 
ster may come along at Belmont or in Mary- 
land to exhibit real quality. The writer does not, 
however, imagine there still remain any ‘“Johnny- 
come-latelies’”” of particular importance be 
uncovered. Only a disability of some description 
could keep a really bright prospect in his stall 
to this late date of the season. 


There appears no good reason, however, for 
reserving judgment further on the 3-year-olds. 
That they are a sad lot by comparison with most 
crops hardly admits of doubt. Morton L. 
Schwartz's Gusto and William Woodward's 
Faireno top those of the sterner sex and C. V. 
Whitney's Top Flight leads the fillies. But 
neither is a patch on such as were Reigh Count, 
Crusader, Gallant Fox, etc., etc. Here we are, 
comparing the stars of one season with those of 
another again! Yet one is prompted to wish for 
another real champion when he observes such tit- 
for-tat exhibitions as the Belmont, Classic and 
Travers. The Travers! No champion this writer 
knew turned in a more disgraceful performance 
than was Gusto’s. It will be hard to forgive 
that one. Tampered with? He ran like it. 

EVERAL of the more important Saratoga 

fixtures haven't been truly run. This over- 
abundance of discrepancies in form, particularly 
in the juvenile scrambles, is attributable in the 
main to the liberties jockeys at the up-state 
park are taking with the rules of racing. ‘See, 
laugh and say nothing”’ seems to be the motto of 
all who might well concern themselves over the 
matter. The writer has seen some real county 
fair and bush track racing, but he can see now 
he owes those boys apologies they were just 
drug-store cowboys. Sponge stuffers, rodeo 
riders and horse painters. Now, if we just had 
some oily political racketeers with a voice in 
matters, a string of horses and handbooks, such 
as , ‘'twould be perfect. Just a potential 
Red gone berserk. [Old Rosebud hasn’t been out

ORSES come and horses go, you know, but 

every now and then you see one you like, 
one “just my kind.” Such a filly, thinks Old 
Rosebud, is Hilena. The writer is at a loss to 
understand just what ails her at Saratoga. She 
certainly races as if she had gone off form by 
some 10 pounds. When the Virginia-bred miss 
is just right, nothing her age on four legs has 
any license to head her the first six furlongs, as 
her Arlington Lassie in what is believed to be 
a new world’s record of 1:10 2-5 attests. She 
has been working swiftly at the Spa, but stops 
as if shot about the eighth pole when in actual 
competition. Her failures only preserve the un- 
canny consistency of Trainer Spence’s misfor- 
tunes in his Eastern invasions. Hilena, like most 


every other performer this writer likes on con- 
formation, is a sprinter. By her shapliness she 
attracted the largest admiring gallery of any 
racer appearing in an Eastern paddock this 
season stripping for the Spinaway. What 
quarters! But from the knees and hocks down, 
you can have her.

HIS Sun Archer is easily the best develop- 

ment to date among the Saratoga juveniles. 
He gave a fine demonstration of bull dog te- 
nacity to take down the long end of the Sanford 
Memorial. The Kilmer colt (he’s by *Sun Briar, 
of course) may rank high at the end of this 
season. He’s not a big horse and runs to breedi- 
ness in conformation. Has improved much since 
“Pud"” McDaniel took him over from ‘Tommy” 
Woodcock, the deported Australian trainer, who 
prepped the ill-fated Phar Lap for his Agua 
Caliente victory. 


OILERMAKER, that widely-heralded young- 
ster in the Col. E. R. Bradley string at 
Saratoga, made his debut in anything but Man 
o’ War fashion last week, yet one would be 
foolish to condemn such a brisk mover on the 
training paths because he didn’t make the grade 
first dash out of the box. In Kentucky they 
already are talking of this son of Bubbling Over 
*“Vaila’s winning the 1933 Kentucky Derby. 
Our old friend, “Screw” Sanders, we hear, says 
he’ll do it. Not deserting the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes, are you “Screw”? ‘Tis a far cry 
from a maiden in late August to a Derby winner. 
Still, Gusto was a maiden last August. 


F Syn War Hero, the Travers-Huron winner, 
was a maiden when he came out of winter 
quarters this spring after seven endeavors as a 
juvenile. They're now saying he will win the 
Saratoga Cup on closing day at the meet, with 
Equipoise an absentee, as he promises to be. 
S. D. Riddle, owner and breeder of War Hero, 
like W. M. Jeffords, anticipated no such good 
fortune with his performers at the beginning of 
the New York season. Competition fell away so 
badly, however, that both were enabled to land 
several important prizes. 

QUIPOISE’S quitting the field pending the 

date of the Jockey Club Gold Cup was wel- 
comed by owners of other candidates to inter- 
vening stakes to which the son of Pennant is 
eligible, but was a sad blow to the public and 
the promoters. Equipoise has become the season’s 
biggest drawing card and his absence will be 
missed at the gate more than once. His vacation 
is well deserved, and this department only hopes 
that Twenty Grand will train for Willie Brennan 
that the pair may hook up later this season. You 
can get plenty odds Twenty Grand doesn’t win 
another race, though. 

ONGRATULATIONS on that “Owed to Equi- 

poise,” Salvator. He’s just that kind of horse 
and your contribution went into more than one 
scrap-book.

CLASHING MEETINGS. 


HE racing scene in Illinois shifts this week. 

Hawthorne’s successful meeting closes on 
Friday. Lincoln Fields opens its meeting of 30 
days on Saturday. Unless there is a compromise 
(now unexpected) the Exposition Park Jockey 
Club will open its meeting at Aurora also on Sat- 
urday. This meeting, originally fixed for 19 days, 
October 10 to 31, was shifted by the Exposition 
Park Jockey Club, unmindful of the wishes of 
the heads of the Illinois Turf Associaton, to 13 
or more days from September 3. Aurora had in the 
spring raced on dates simultaneous with Sports- 
man’s Park, the half-mile track at Cicero, made 
over from a former dog track, and it wanted no 
more of that competition which the Illinois Turf 
Association was powerless to prevent. Accord- 
ingly they elected to race a shorter meeting in 
conflict with Lincoln Fields, feeling they would 
have a better chance to make money. 


There was an expectation in some quarters 
last Saturday that a compromise would be ef- 
fected, but it did not materialize over Sunday and 
on Monday Edward F. Carruthers, general man- 
ager of the Aurora plant, gave to the press the 
following statement: 


“We have been making plans for this meeting 
for more than two weeks and everything is in 
readiness for a successful meeting. We have 
been given ample assurance from many horse- 
men that they are desirous of racing at Aurora, 
and many of them are now stabled at the course 
and others preparing to ship.” 


Mr. Carruthers also announced officials for the 
meeting to be: Sam C. Nuckols, presiding stew- 
ard; John Carey, placing judge and clerk of the 
scales; Sidney Brown, paddock judge and entry 
clerk A. J. Heffernan, patrol judge; George Palm- 
er, starter; Charles McLennan, racing secretary 
and placing judge. 

Martin Nathanson, who had served as a steward 
at Aurora and also at Lincoln Fields at former 
meetings, resigned his connection with both 
tracks. The chief steward at Lincoln Fields will 
be Charles F. Price. William H. Shelley will be 
racing secretary and other officials will be as 
usual. The admission fee at Lincoln Fields has 
been reduced to $1, plus tax, and the charge to 
the clubhouse has also been reduced to an addi- 
tional $1, plus tax. The purses have been reduced, 
the minimum being $800. The stakes have been 
abandoned, and overnight events carrying $2,500 
and $1,500 have been substituted for the feature 
days. There are to be eight races daily. The C. 
& E. I. Railroad announced a reduction of round 
trip fare to Lincoln Fields to 75 cents. 

Aurora is also scheduling eight races for Sat- 
urday and Labor Day and seven races for other 
days. Purses range from $500, $600, $800 to 
$1,000 and $1,500 for features. Its admission is 
$1. Round trip train fare from Chicago is $1. 


HAWTHORNE. 


Plucky Play's surprising victory over Faireno, 
Mate, Gusto and four others in the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup on Saturday was the chief matter of 
interest in the racing at the Cicero track last 
week. The attendance on Saturday was given 
as 20,000 and it was stated that the betting was 
correspondingly heavier than any other day in 


the week. Lieut. Governor Fred Sterling was 
present and presented the handsome gold trophy 
to Trainer E. L. Fitzgerald who accepted it on 
behalf of Norman W. Church of Los Angeles, 
owner of the Northway Stable of which Plucky 
Play is the star member. 

The weather and track conditions were proper 
for good racing throughout the week. On Tues- 
day Mrs. V. Duncan’s Little America (High 
Cloud—Donna Barton), trained by W. H. Travers, 
won her seventh race of the season. There was 
heavy betting on D. A. Wood’s Indian Runner 
which won easily by six lengths at $3.75. Chi- 
cago papers charged that ‘‘dynamiters’” were at 
work. The stewards on Tuesday announced the 
suspension of Jockey T. P. Martin for the re- 
mainder of the meeting for rough riding on Zida 
the previous day. 

After a long lay off, Nevada Stock Farm Sta- 
ble’s Hygro won the Deer Path Purse, defeat- 
ing Pairbypair, on Thursday. 

Jockey Willie Moran on Friday rode the win- 
ners of the first, seventh and eighth races and 
M. Lewis rode the winners of the fourth, fifth 
and sixth.

Thomas McGinty, of 
Cleveland, is general manager at Bainbridge, and 
Homer J. Kline, of Cleveland, is his assistant. In 
the absence of Julius G. Reeder, who is serving at 
Montreal meetings for Mr. Cattarinich, the of- 
fice of racing secretary is filled at Bainbridge by 
Richard A Leigh. Other places are filled as fol- 
lows: John T. Ireland and John T. Kinig, stew- 
ards; Richard A. Leigh, C. C. Campau and Clif- 
ford Abbo, placing judges; C. C. Campau, clerk 
of the scales; G. R. Wingfield, starter; William 
Hudson and Thomas R. Day, patrol judges; C. S. 
Wilson, paddock judge; Dr. S. W. Gibson, track 
veterinarian, and Dr. Edward Rinaldi, track 
physician. The book for the first eight days calls 
for 57 races, of which 13 are for $400 purses; 35 
for $500 purses; eight for $600 purses and one 
with a purse of $800. On the opening day Inferno 
Lad won at a mile in 1:42 1-5, which is within 
one-fifth of a second of the track record held 
jointly by Golden Auburn and Lucky Dan. The 
second day of the meeting was without incident 
out of the ordinary. On the third day the track 
was sloppy after the first race, in which Mike 
Cary, Itso and Don Pablo fell. Jockey J. Sylves- 
ter, who had the mount on Itso was picked up 
unconscious and rushed to St. Alexis Hospital, 
Cleveland, where it was found that he had a con- 
cussion and internal injuries. Jockey W. Bow- 
ganowski was also found to have reecived injur- 
ies to a knee. He had the mount on Mike Cary. 
While the horses were at the post for the second 
race rain began to fall. It became very dark 
and while the race was being run the downpour 
was so dense that the colors could not be dis- 
tinguished until nearing the finish.

MINOR MEETINGS. 


HE first of four minor meetings at half-mile 

tracks in advance of the regular season of 
racing in Maryland was conducted at Cumber- 
land, under the auspices of the Cumberland Fair 
Association, August 27.

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LOUISIANA 


BRADLEY SELLS FAIR GROUNDS. 
ONTROL of the stock of the Louisiana Jockey 
Club, owners of the Fair Grounds, New Or- 
leans, has passed from Col. E. R. Bradley, master 
of Idle Hour Stock Farm, Lexington, to a syndi- 
cate headed by Joseph A. Murphy and John C. 
Shank. 

Joseph A. Murphy’s home is at St. Louis. He 
has been a long time identified with racing, and 
had a former connection with the Fair Grounds. 
He was instrumental in reviving racing at New 
Orleans. He is general manager of the Chicago 
Business Men’s Racing Association, which op- 
erates Hawthorne track at Cicero, Ills., and of 
which John C. Shank is president. Judge Mur- 
phy is also general manager of the racing at 
Tanforan, San Bruno, Calif., and at Thistle Down 
Park, North Randall, Ohio. 

Colonel Bradley last winter stated that his in- 
vestment in the New Orleans racing enterprise 
amounted to $1,300,000. 

Judge Murphy, at Hawthorne Monday, stated 
that the syndicate is composed of 30 members, 
residents at various points throughout the coun- 
try, and that 2,778 shares of stock had been pur- 
chased. He did not make a statement concern- 
ing the price paid. A New Orleans dispatch of 
last Saturday said it was $600,000. A Chicago 
dispatch of Monday said it was reported to have 
been about $700,000. 

Judge Murphy said the first race meeting under 
the new control will be held the coming winter, 
beginning in January, dates to be announced 
later. He said he is satisfied that racing at the 
Fair Grounds can be made so attractive that the 
meetings will be among the greatest. 

Colonel Bradley is quoted as having said that 
he has relinquished control of the famous course 
because he could not longer give it his personal 
attention. 

Jefferson Park’s meeting has been announced 
to open on Thanksgiving Day, November 24, but 
no closing date has been fixed. Prior to 1932, it 
was the custom at New Orleans for Jefferson 
Park to have two meetings, one before and the 
other after the Fair Grounds meeting, which 
opened on New Year’s Day, or the day after, if 
New Year’s Day came on Sunday. 


WESTERN 


TANFORAN. 


ORSES are being assembled at Tanforan for 

the meeting to open September 22. The 
early comers were stables that have been resting 
in California. The racing in British Columbia 
was concluded August 27, and the greater num- 
ber of runners there were shipped to the San 
Bruno plant. The principal string in the ship- 
ment is that of John W. Marchbank, master of 
Heather Farm, numbering 15 in charge of H. W. 
(Frisco) Hoag. This string had good success at 
Vancouver, winning about a dozen races, includ- 
ing the Landsdowne Derby. Peter B. Kyne’s 
horses, in charge of trainer Garnet Ferguson, 
also are among the arrivals from British Colum- 
bia. J. P. Atkin has informed the Pacific Coast 
Breeders’ Association that his Passadena Stable 
horses in charge of Trainer Lester Lee will be 
shipped from Windsor, Canada, September 4 and 
should arrive at Tanforan September 7. Jockeys 


Andy Fischer and Bobby Tremaine are with this 
stable. 


AGUA CALIENTE. 


In the course of a letter written August 23 at 
New York, C. J. Fitz Gerald, who had gone home 
from Saratoga in order to have treatment for 
an ailment of an ear which had been trouble- 
some for a month, said to THE BLOOD-HORSE: 

“I found conditions at Agua Caliente satisfac- 
tory. There are some changes to be made that 
will, I believe, result in more formful racing. I 
have never been in favor of having stall gates 
at an angle on the outside of the track. Horses 
are bound to jam when they reach the pole. 
There will be no more racing at seven furlongs, 
and the so-called steeplechase course will be 
eliminated before the next meeting. 

“The entire Agua Caliente development is in 
good taste. The hotel, baths (hot water 130 de- 
grees, and medicinal in character), golf links and 
casino are the last word in luxuriousness. Flow- 
ers and shrubs accentuate the Spanish beauty of 
the development. For the first time a resident 
physician will be available for advice to those 
who wish to take the cure. 

“One of the most attractive features of the 
place, to me, was the huge outdoor swimming 
pool. The race track is some half-mile distant 
from the hotel and is on an eminence with a 
huge brown and yellow mountain as a back- 
ground. The clubhouse and grandstand are 
Spanish in type and must have cost a great deal 
of money.” 


LEGAL ATTACK FAILS. 

L. C. Green, who came into Superior Judge 
Malcolm Glenn’s court at Sacramento, Calif., as 
a Marion County tax payer, represented by Sterl- 
ing B. Carr, former United States Attorney for 
Northern California, sought an injunction against 
Secretary of State Jordan to prevent placing the 
racing initiative on the November ballot. After 
hearing, Judge Glenn denied the injunction. It 
developed that L. C. Green is a stenographer for 
Attorney Carr. The initiative will appear on the 
ballot and the voters will say on November 8 
whether or not they want racing with lawful 
betting in California.

Jose Maria Arguello, one of the heirs, and 
a cousin of Lita Grey Chaplin, divorced wife of 
Charlie Chaplin, comedian, stated that he plans 
to bring suit to acquire title to approximately 
6,000 acres of what formerly was 26,000 embraced 
in La Tijuana Rancho.

Eight sucklings by Almadel are at Rockledge 
Farm (six colts and two fillies) and five are 
chestnuts, the coat color of their sire and like- 
wise of their grandsire, Ultimus. They are a 
promising lot. 

It is announced that *Prince Philip will stand 
next season at Rockledge Farm. *Phince Philip 
was imported by S. H. Velie, but he is now the 
property of James M. Kemper, Red Fox Farm, 
about a mile east of Rockledge Farm. *Prince 
Philip is proving to be an ideal sire of hunters. 
His breeding record to date shows 43 per cent 
of greys. He is getting horses of splendid con- 
formation anda exceptionally good bone. Breed- 
ers of the Kansas City sector realize that they 
have a rare opportunity to get hunters when 
they visit mares of the right sort to his court. 
GENERAL THATCHER DIES. 

General Thatcher, property of Nevada Stock 
Farm, Inc., of which George Wingfield, noted 
Reno, Nevada, sportsman, is the owner, died at 
Thomas Carr Piatt’s Crestwood Farm, Lexing- 
ton, August 13. Death was due to peritonitis, 
which was consequent upon a prolonged case of 
strangulated intestines. General Thatcher was a 
brown horse, foaled 1920, by Sweep out of *Polis- 
tena, by Polymelus. He was popupally known as 
“the best bred son of Sweep.” He was a stakes 
winner of 20 races and earned $75,503 in five 
seasons on the Turf, and was Sweep’s greatest 
money winning son. He was the sire of Tambour 
(Selima Stakes, Coaching Club American Oaks, 
Potomac Handicap), Menelek (Turismo Cup), 
General Toy, General A., Generola, Ben Blair, Oc- 
currence, Emma Dear, Majel, General Lejeune, 
General Keeps, Mueller and Sergeant Hill. 


FLORIDA BREEDING ENTERPRISE. 

A horse breeding enterprise is being inaugurat- 
ed by DeForest Hulburt, a broker, of Chicago 
who is the owner of Heather Island at Candler, 
Florida. It is Mr. Hulburt’s idea that Floridians 
should have more and better light horses for use 
in their groves and fields and for short hauling. 
He believes that light horses bred from Thorough- 


bred sires and dams will be more serviceable 
than any other breed they can employ for that 
climate. He has appointed Lester H. Heath man- 
ager of the breeding enterprise and arrangements 
have been made for the use of a Remount stallion 
during the season of 1933. A carload of mares, 
purchased in Lexington, was shipped to Candler 
August 26. The mares were bought by John 
Muth and among them was seven Thoroughbreds, 
two of them with foals at heel. The others were

AGAIN SARATOGA 


By MARGARET DAINGERFIELD 


ACING must have relief! Saratoga is the 

most attractive racing center in the United 
States. The class of sport is always high and 
the competition always keen, but for the past 
two years the racing association has been contend- 
ing with terrific handicaps. They have enforced 
every economy possible, without effecting the 
high standard of the type of racing it always has 
and always will offer to the public. 

But, like it or not, the public likes to bet; 
comes to bet, and will bet. Mutuel bills may pass 
North, East, South and West. New York does 
not care, for only in New York State, under the 
jurisdiction of The Jockey Club, is racing con- 
ducted under the ideal of true sportsmanship. 
But, if racing in this State is to continue, it must 
have the long needed relief from the legislature. 

From 1894 to 1908 there was in existence a law 
known as the Percy-Gray law, which permitted 
betting and the passage of money on the race 
tracks. To revive this law, repeal the Agnew- 
Hart amendment to it, or enact a new law simi- 
lar to the Percy-Gray law would be no radical 
change from the system now used on the New 
York tracks. It would simply and solely give the 
stranger and grandstand patron the same privi- 
leg as the millionaire. Under the present system 
the regular race-goer with credit may bet, but 
the number of persons who have this privilege is 
limited. 

Saratoga is the most striking example of this 
unfair handicap. For, in this upstate resort, rac- 
ing has a new crowd of horse lovers and racing 
patrons. People from Albany, Schenectady, Troy 
and all the surrounding country swell the crowd 
of regulars that move to the Spa for the season. 
These people like racing, but it is a more vital 
question than mere pleasure. To the merchants, 
tradespeople and farmers, this August season is 
a large percentage of their livelihood of the en- 
tire year. It would, indeed, be a bitter and far- 
reaching blow to the surrounding regions, as well 
as to Saratoga Springs itself, if the race track 
should not open. 

Racing is a sporting affair, supervised by a club 
of fifty gentlemen, who are sportsmen, but racing 
is not a charitable institution and it cannot con- 
tinue in this state without economic relief. 

New York is the only state where racing is 
Supported only by gate receipts, yet it offers the 


greatest stakes and richest of purses to the horse 
owner and race patron. Expensive stakes and 
good purses are essential to the highest type of 
racing; to attract the best horses, owners, jockeys 
and trainers; to invoke large fields and keen 
rivalry among the greatest colts and fillies. To 
decrease the purses further would result in the 
large stables being forced to move their racing 
interests to the West, where pari-mutuel revenues 
pay for enormous prize offerings. Racing in New 
York, if it could open at all, would see a season 
of scrub horses and meetings that would dis- 
credit The Jockey Club and disgrace New York. 
The fate of racing of the Thoroughbred horse 
is in the hands of the legislature. The change in 
the law is very simple, but it is imperative that 
that change be made, else the “sport of kings” in 
New York is doomed. Does New York want 
racing, The Jockey Club’s kind of racing? 
Saratoga Springs, N. Y., August 1932. 


FOREIGN 


DEAUVILLE CLOSES. 
HE racing and sporting season at Deauville, 
France, closed on Sunday last, with the run- 
ning of the Grand Prix, which was awarded to 
Joseph E. Widener’s Confidence after E. Irani’s 
Goodly which finished first had been disqualified 
for interfering with Confidence and Baron E. de 

Rothschild’s Taxodium. 

For the season notables from France, England, 
America and other countries were present. One 
of the sensations of the season was a gambling 
bout at the game of chemin-de-fer between 
William (Palmer House) Ryan of Chicago, whose 
horses have been quite successful in France this 
year under the trainership of James Wingfield, 
former negro jockey of Lexington, and the Duke 
of Westminster. Mr. Ryan’s winnings had 
reached a fabulous amount, but on the closing 
day the Duke won back $30,000. On the final day 
they were each betting $2,000 on the turn of a 
card. Another sensation occurred when Mrs. 
Boyce Thompson’s Pekingese dog bit a piece out 
of one Atnhony J. Drexell’s hands and just for 
that Mrs. Thompson’s Pekingese dog was not 
permitted to go to the races on the last day. 

Confidence, winner of the Grand Prix, is a bay 
filly foaled 1928, by Ksar out of Listen In, by 
Rabelais out of Lisette IX, by Mordant, and she 
out of St. Lucre, a daughter of *Fairy Gold. 


FRENCH SALES DISAPPOINTING. 


The yearling sales at Deauville, according to 
cable advices from France on Sunday, were a 
dismal failure. It is said that Thoroughbreds 
have not been so little in demand at any time 
since the war. Breeders are said to be very ap- 
prehensive about the future of the industry. There 
were many withdrawals from the sale. The high- 
est price of the sale was $9,000 for a colt by 
Bruleur out of Versatile, which was bought by 
the English trainer Frank Carter. The Aga 
Khan had intended selling his yearlings but when 
the first two or three failed to reach their re- 
serve prices he withdrew the entire consignment 
and announced that he would race them in his 
own colors. 


For misconduct after the running of the fourth 
race, August 27, Dade Park stewards suspended 
Jockey W. Carroll for the remainder of the meet- 
ing, which means until after September 10.

SARATOGA CHAT 


By E. C. SMITH 


ACING has long been a popular sport in 
R Porto Rico, the island possession of the 
United States in the Greater Antilles, and it 
has been a market of sorts for American Thor- 
oughbreds. Within recent years much attention 
has been given to breeding there, where they 
have their own stud book and breeding records 
under the management of the Insular Jockey 
Club, the governing body. 

An evidence of the expansion of the breeding 
industry was seen in purchases at the Sinclair 
sale at Saratoga, where nine lots were bought 
by visiting Porto Ricans, all destined for stud 
duty in the island. Already many races are 
given for native bred horses. The Insular Jockey 
Club has adopted many American details of rac- 
ing management. The barrier used by the late 
Mars Cassidy, before the coming of the stall 
gates, is used. 

The future of Twenty Grand as a racing propo- 
sition which has been shrouded in uncertainty 
with a decided leaning toward doubt that he 
would again race, has brightened perceptibly 
within the last few days. He has been going 
soundly in his recent works and gradually is be- 
ing tightened up to racing condition. He has 
worked one mile in 1:45 and six furlongs at a 
like rate of speed, coming out of these trials in 
good shape. 

He is, of course, far from a race yet, but it is 
not an impossibility that he may be seen with 
the colors up before taps are sounded for the 
Belmont Park meeting. His return to racing 
activities would be welcomed in this season when 


so many horses of promise and class have fallen 
victims of ailments and injuries. 

Freddie Hopkins tells me that Equipoise will 
hardly race again until the Belmont meeting is 
well under way. Equipoise had a severe case of 
colic at Saratoga and missed some of his usual 
track exercise, and it is not the desire of his 
owner, or the intention of his trainer, to rush 
him. Equipoise has had a rather busy season 
and can well afford a vacation. 

There was a movement on foot three months 
ago to try and bring about a meeting of the 
champions of the year in a special race at Bel- 
mont Park. This was after Equipoise had shown 
that his 3-year-old form could be written off and 
was not to’be held against him, and Question- 
naire had shown that he was good by winning 
a couple of stakes at Jamaica. There was a 
whisper of Twenty Grand’s rejuvenation also. 

Questionnaire has not raced since Jamaica; 
the comeback of Twenty Grand has been slow, 
and the fact that Equipoise is temporarily on 
the shelf makes the outlook for the race none 
too bright. The plan was to have a real cham- 
pionship affair at weight-for-age at a distance 
to be agreed upon. 

Earl Sande was so discouraged early in the 
season because of his inability to get mounts 
while the lightweights, Mills, Coucci and Gilbert, 
were riding in every race that he decided to try 
his luck in France. Some business affairs de- 
layed his going and at Empire his luck changed. 
He had plenty of mounts and showed much of 
his old time skill. 

Now France is in the background, for he has 
entered into a contract to train a stable for 
Colonel Maxwell Howard, of Dayton, Ohio, who 
is staging a return to Turf ownership. Colonel 
Howard is now in the market for horses ready 
to race and negotiations are under way for the 
purchase of several horses. It is his desire to 
have a stable of eight or ten horses which can 
carry his colors for the remainder of the season. 

The Estes passed us by with a one-day visit. 
His excuse was that he had spent too much time 
prowling the old book shops of the Big Town. 
Now, I ask you if it is reasonable to believe that 
a chap on his honeymoon, with a beautiful and 
blushing young ovride, would spend his time 
among a lot of mouldy, old book shops in Third 
Avenue, or Twenty Third Street, or are you in- 
clined to agree with me, that The Estes was in- 
dulging in a bit of spoofing. [Well, E. C., a big

YEARLING TOTALS AT SARATOGA SALES. 


HE sales of yearlings at Saratoga Springs 

during the month of August this year em- 
braced 13 periods, 12 evenings and one noon. The 
evening sales were under the auspices of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company, E. J. Tranter is _ presi- 
dent. They were held in the arena of the sales 
paddocks that company built in 1917. A total 
of 465 head brought $423,765, average $911.32, 
the lowest in the history of this company’s activi- 
ties at Saratoga.

August were the get of 132 stallions. Thus 
three more than the 129 stallions of last year 
were represented, though the number of year- 
lings sold this year was 150 less than last year. 
The 11 by Pompey (Shoshone Stud) brought a 
total of $60,100, average $5,463.63, and this was 
the top of the sale. The next best averages were: 
The Porter (Liangollen Stud, standing at Green- 
tree Stud), $4,875; John P. Grier (Meadowview 
Farm), $2,736.11; *Sir Gallahad III (Claiborne 
Stud), $2,452.79, and Mad Hatter (C. V. Whitney 
Farm), $2,080. Other stallions averaged under 
$2,000. Pompey’s average last year was $4,000. 
Only one was sold last year by The Porter. He 
brought $16,000 and was named Carry the News. 
On his tenth attempt he was a winner. The get 
of John P. Grier for 1930 (yearlings of 1931) 
were sold privately to Joseph E. Widener, so none 
were at the sales last year. *Sir Gallahad III 
had an average of $4,204.54, and Mad Hatter’s 
1931 average was $1,150.
